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Medicines, in the Place of the more uſeful 
of their own Growth, the exorbitant Rates 
of their Compoſitions and Secrets, and the 
|  Perfidious Tortures of the Sick, to give the 

Egrcater value to the Cure. Pliny ſeems to be 

diſpleas'd with the pompous care in the 

choice of Judges, of the greateſt and moſt 

known Integrity, who hear the common 
Cauſes: And that a Crime puniſh'd with

And becauſe the Innocent are often very 
Lawful, and will make the Auricular Con- 
FTeſſion but to one, that theſe Patients may 
not always be conlign'd over to the Shop. 
But if the Art of preſerving Health and 
Life Sola Imperantibus imperat, and has the 
Prerogative of ſuperſeding all the Laws, 
which Obſtruct the attainipg its End, ſhall 
it be eppos'd, when it endeavours to pre- 
ſerve it ſelf, and recover its Innocence and 
' Uſefulneſs, by the more faithful Service to 
the Pablick ? The Impntation, that it Ruins 
+ the Apothecary. by lowering: the Prices of 
Medicines is falſe, and without the leaſt ap- 
pearance of Truth. The Diſpenſary Prices 


are as dear as the Apothecaries. They them- 
ſelves have ſettled the known Rates of the 


Simples and Compoſitions. They are bought 


at 
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at the Shop by the Outice, or in ſmaller 
Quantities, as Uſage and Practice have long 
ſince fit'd their Values. Your fafety depends 
on his Care in preparing and mixing the ap- 
pointed Doſes, and he cannot be abſent from 
the Shop, without the hazard of the Phyſ 7 
cian's Reputation, and the Patient's Life; + 2? 
you may therefore, beſides the known = 
diſtinaly Reward him for his Trouble. But 
if the Trade increaſes beyond the Propor- 
tion of the Sick, and there are no Bounda- 
ries to be ſet to the farther Increaſe, you 
may apply your Pity and Concern to your 
Selves and your Poſterity : It being impoſſible, - 
to Correct the poyſonous Qualities of Medicines, . 
when the Adviſer ſhall make himſelf his Advuan- 
tage, by the number of Doſes, he can lay before 
the Patient. It is not conſider d, that they 
take the Practice of moſt Families to them - 
ſelves, that they openly declare, they will 
take it wholly into their on Hands, re- 
ſerving five or ſix of the College to give up 
inſenſibly the Profeſſion to them. We own, 
it will have no influence on the People to 
urge, that they perfidiouſly invade the uſe 
of -Medicmes, which the Faculty invented, * _ 
and. put into their Hands for the Service of 
the Patient, to whom they were preſcribd: 
And that the Shop never diſcover'd or con- 
triv'd any new Remedy or Preparation. It 
will be prov'd in another Place, that they

Spirits, it encounters the 
vitious Humours by its force, not encumbred 
or clog'd or diſturb'd by the addition of the 
ſtrong or Fetid, or Turbulent -Empyreuma- 
tical Oyls. You may unite one Confederate 
of a Flower, Leaf, Seed, in a Tincture, if 
the Spirits alone. or the Stomach, or the 
Bowels demand your particular regard. 


But we muſt importune you for your own 
advantage in the preſervation of your Health 
and Life, and of your Relations and Friends, 
and your Poſterity, to give your ſelves the 
Tronble,to apprehend and retain the Reafons, 
why - theſe diſtilPd Compound Waters are 
Pernicious and Deſtructive in Fevers, altho' 
it be the univerſal Practice, in all the various 
Kinds of them, to preſs the Patient to the 
frequent uſe-of che Cordial Juleps.

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It is moſt certain, that all Fevers are fatal, 
if the-morbifick Matter (either from the Cor- ot 
ruption of the Chyle, or {ſtopping of the 
Pores, or the impreſſions from.coyrupted 
or Infe&ions,) ſhall not be ſeparated Rome 
Maſs of the Blood by its internal Motion, 
and ſhall not afterwards be ſecreted and dif- 
charged. * „ 

There are many Ways, by which this Di- 
ſeas'd Matter is thrown off from the Blood. 
- The firſt is Tranſpiration or Perſpiration 
by the Pores in an inſenſible Vapour. This 
is ſo great, that it much exceeds all the other 
Evacuations. When the Blood is ferment- 
ing with the Humours, which are injurious 
to it, and labours yigorouſly to purify it ſelf, 
it moves the more thin, and ſubtile parts 
plehtifully to the Pores in all the ſorts of Fe- 
vers. One of the Alexipharmick Plants in- 
fus'd in a Tincture, will increaſe its Power 
to expell by the Pores more ſtrongly, and 
continue that motion in a conſtant Stream of 
the Airy Evaporation to the Skin. But as you 
warm your ſelves by the ſteady heat of the 
Fire, the hot Compound Brandy Water 
give a more violent Heat, like the Flaſnes Sy 
Powder, or the Rays of the Sun, contracted 
in the Burning Glaſs.

But the Barley Waters, and the aci- 
dulate Tinctures, by allaying and modera- 
ting that vehement motion of the Blo6d,' dif- 
poſe. it and make it capable to form its Tepa- 
rations. - Theſe therefore from their ſaluta- 
ry effects do rather werit the Title of the 
moſt nſefal Cordials. You may obſerve. this 
Caſe debated and concluded in the late moſt 
_uſeful Treatiſe of the judicious Dr. Paxtos. 
' Thirdly, The diſtill'd Compound Waters 
often force the Patient into a Sweat. 'But 
_ Sweating is not one of the natural and uſual 
Secretions. Many Animals do not ſwear. 
Men in the moſt perfect Health perſpire free- 
Iy, but are not obſery'd to ſweat. This E- 
vacuation is made by the ſtrong Motions of 
2 Body with heat, or by the warmth of 
Bed, or proceeds from the laxity and 
kneſs of the Fibres of the Pores in faint- 
Wen or the Repletion of the Blood with too 
large a Quantity of its Watry Parts. In the 
Small Pox, Meaſles, Scarlet Fevers and man 
others, there are no natural ſweats.” If 
therefore the Secretion is made by Ferſpira- 


tion, 
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tion, to what purpoſe ſhall the Blood be 
more agitated and more violently mov d by - 
the hot Watets, to produce a ſweat, which 
'  diſtrats and diverts the other, both more 
natural and more beneficial. It is the obſer- 
vation of Senftorius , that the Body perſpires 
leaſt, . when it ſweats moſt freely; for the 
one is from all the apertures of all the Parts, 
the other only from the Channel of the Cu- 
ticular Glands. But Sweats are in the Eye 
and Obſervations of the People, who deſire 
to ſee what they cannot underſtand : The 
other isconſider'd only by the Phyſician. Tis 
allow'd, That Sweat ſucceeds naturally at 
the end of the Paroxyſm of an Ague, and. 
after the Criſis of the Fevers, the hot julep 
therefore may be deferr'd till that time, if a
